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Tankers sink records! 


Four school records were set 
during the surprisingly suc¬ 
cessful swimming season. Ju¬ 
nior Rob Knight, who has the 
potential to become the best 
swimmer ever at U-High, ac¬ 
cording to tanker coach Jim 
Scott, was responsible for 
three of the six school records 
set this year. 

Knight set school records in 
100 yd. freestyle, 200 yd. IM, 
and 100 yd. breaststroke. In 
addition, he along with Gene 
Brown, John Eckert, and Jim 
Weygandt set a school 
record in the 400 yd. freestyle 
relay. A young and small 
team, led by Captains Brown 
and Knight compiled an 11-5 
dual meet record. Coach 
Scott stated, “The records set 
and the number of wins in¬ 
dicate a certain amount of 
success we thought might not 
be possible with such a small 
team. 

The squad was composed of 


six freshmen and only two se¬ 
niors. At the beginning of the 
season several freshmen girls 
were also swimming for U- 
High. However, due to con¬ 
flicts with girls sports and 
cheerleading, they quit reduc¬ 
ing the size of the team to 
fourteen. 

At district the Pioneers fin¬ 
ished third behind powerful 
Richwoods and Peoria Cen¬ 
tral. In addition, Knight 
gained first place finishes and 
the right to advance to state 
in both 100 free and 200 IM. 

At state, he finished twelfth in 
IM but failed to qualify in 100 
free. He was also elected U- 
High’s most valuable 
swimmer. 

With the youth of this year's 
team and eight returning let- 
termen, there is certainly hope 
for a successful season next 
year.

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The track team, sporting only 
seven seniors, was hampered 
by a lack of depth especially 
during the early season in the 
smaller meets. However, 
when the invitationals rolled 
around in May, U-High 
showed that the talent they 
possessed was quality not 
quantity. 

The Pioneers were led by 
MVP Jay Allen, who won the 
high jump in all but one of the 
meets he competed in, in¬ 
cluding the State Class A 
meet at Charleston. Allen's 
winning leap of 6’5" tied the 
Class A record. His best effort 
was a 67” winning jump in 
the Normal Relays. Allen 
broke school, Intercity, and 
District records during the 
season. 

U-High managed to finish 
second in the District meet at 
Eureka and advanced a total 
of nine athletes to the State 
meet. Besides, Allen, Tom 
Burke qualified in the high 
jump; Rick Legner in the pole 
vault; Ivan Peasley in the 120 
yard high hurdles; Mike Talk* 
ington in the 330 yard low 
hurdles,* and Dan Elmore, 
Marty Kiesewetter, Dennis 
Gibson, and Chris Cashen in 
the 2-mile relay.
